DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -4, 6-8, 1 1 , 1 2, 35, and 36 were pending in the instant application at the 
time of the issuance of the previous Office Action, mailed September 19, 2007. By the 
latest response from the Applicant, filed December 18, 2007, claim 6 is cancelled. 
Therefore, claims 1-4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 35, and 36 remain pending and have been 
examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4,7,8,11,1 2, 35, and 36 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the features of the claimed 
invention wherein secret information is embedded in a color image signal by first 
embedding secret information in a prescribed position in a first signal component of a 
color image signal; and secondly embedding position information, which specifies the 
position where the secret information is embedded, in a second signal component of 
said color image signal, wherein said color image signal comprises a plurality of color 
components, and said second signal component is a different color component from 
said first signal component. 

The prior art in the field fails to teach the features of the claimed invention 
wherein secret information is embedded in a color image signal by first embedding 
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secret information into a prescribed position in luminance signal of a color image signal, 
and secondly embedding position information, which specifies the position where the 
secret information is embedded, in a color difference signal of the color image signal.
